NO OFFICIAL ACTION 
Complainant Declares Prompt 
Attention Would Have Re- 
covered Valuables. 


Complaint that Chief of. Detectives 


Smith has been derelict in his investi- [ 


gation of the robbery of Fred A, Bene- 
ke’s home at 3826 i'lora boulevard has 
been made by Mr Beneke to Police 
Commissioner Otto L. Teichmann. Mr. 
Beneke informed Mr. Teichmann that he 
believes Mike Egan, the highwayman 


who was shot and killed at Blair avenue 
and Madison street, June 22, while try- 
ing to rob Henry Husemann, was the 
daylight marauder who entered his home 
June 18 and stole $700 worth of jewelry. 

Mr. Beneke’s specific complaint is that 
he has been unable to get the detec- 
tive department to find where Egan was 
rooming for the purpose of recovering 
@ part of the stolen jewelry. Egan’s 
body was identified by several persons 
as that of the man who was seen on 
the day of the Beneke robbery going 
from house to house on Flora boule- 
vard asking for permission to inspect 
and use telephones, 

The evening that Egan was shot Mr. 
Beneke was called to the telephone by 
a man who represented himself to be 
the burglar. 
most of the jewelry had been collected, 
after it had beén once disposed of, and 
arrangements could be made anf. Dory re- 
covery. 

Since Egan was killed Mv. Senaiee 
has heard nothing more from the day- 
light marauder, who. answered Mr. 
Beneké’s advertisements printed in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Body Identified as Suspect. 

A picture of Egan printed in the 
Post-Dispatch was identified by Mrs. 
Beneke as that of the man who had been 
seen on the boulevard. Mr. Beneke took 
William Nebbet, a negro employe of C. 
W. Goetz of 3835 Flora boulevard, to the 
Morgue to see Egan’s body. Nebbet 
identified Egan as the man who had 
been in the neighborhood trying to 
get into the houses to inspect tele- 
phones. 

The following oe Mr. Beneke went 
with Mrs. Travers Geisel of 3832 Flora 
boulevard and Lily Lutz, maid for Mrs. 
Orlanda Dunmeyer of 3838 Flora boule- 
vard, to the Morgue to see Egan’s body. 
Although Mr. Beneke says he had been 
told the body would be held a week for 
the purpose of investigating the rob- 
bery, if necessary, when he got to the 
Morgue ne found the body had been sent 
to an undertaking establishment at 2433 
Dickson street. 

Mr. Beneke and the women went to 
the undertaking establishment and Miss 
Lutz identified Egan’s body as that 
of a man she had seen go from Mrs. 
Dunmeyer’s heuse (to Mr. Beneke’s. 
Mrs. Geisel could not make a positive 
identification. 

With these facts, Mr. Beneke said, he 
and his wife called on Chief of Detect- 
ives Smith. 

“I went to Chief Smith’s office to re- 
quest him to find where Egan had been 
rooming, as I believed same of my 
stolen jewelry would be found there,” 
said Mr. Beneke. “Chief Smith was 
discourteous, and did not even invite 
Mrs. Beneke and myself into his office. 
He scouted the idea that Egan was 
the burglar, and declared that he 
was nothing but a ‘stick-up man,’ and 
never robbed homes. 

“He admitted, when I called his at- 
tention to the fact, that Egan was in- 
volved in the robbery of Mrs. Castle- 
man’s home on Lindell boulevard two 
years ago, but still insisted that the 
dead man could not be the daylight 
marauder.

ment submitted by himself; carefully 
calculated to keep his own salary from 
being multiplied by three and a half. 
The Legislature, open-mounted, awe- 
struck, amazed, dazed, listened to Mr. 
Hertel’s plea, and granted it. 

Superintendents of county schools” 
Illinois are pald according to the popula- 
tion of their counties. St. Clair’s re- 
‘cent increase, Supt. Herte] foresaw, 
would put the county in the third class, 
with Cook County, where the superin- 
tendent was getting $7500 under the old 
law. Under the Hertel amendment, the 
superintendent in St. Clair County now 
gets $2750 a year. 

“I didn’t think it would be right for 
a county superintendent to receive a 
larger salary than the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, who gets 
$3500 a year,’’ Supt. Hertel said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Kane, La Salle and Peoria Counties 
are affected by the Hertel amendment. 
But for the amendment the superin- 
tendents of those counties now would 


be drawing $7500 a year each, instead 


of $2750. 

Mr. Hertel says he doesn’t know what 
they think of the amendment or of him, 
but he acted from principle.

After having for ages caused mankind 
a lot of worry and Joss of sleep, the 
little fellow is at last to have the 
tables turned on him. 


Musca domestica is only an alias under 
which the house fly appears in scien- 
tifie circles. 

Two bills aimed at the destruction of 
flies will be introduced in the Muni- 
cipal Assembly in September by Dele- 
gate J. Clarence Taussig. One of these 
will require. that all dwellings, hotels, 
and 
other places in which «food is stored 
shall be screened against the intrusion 
of the fly. The other applies to vehicles 
in which food is transported. The latter 
bill will cover milk wagons and all other 
vehicles used for delivery. The bills 
have been prepared by Dr. Bond, Health 
Commissioner. 

Meanwhile Dr. Jordan, Assistant 
Health Commissioner, is waging a cam- 
paign against the pest. His inspectors 
are calling the attention of household- 
ers and the proprietors of dairies and 
stables te the danger of leaving garbage 
and manure to become incubators for 
flies. 

To prevent the breeding of flies in 
such refuse, Dr. Jordan suggests the 
use of a solution of sulphuric acid. This 
compound does not destroy the use- 
fulness of manure as a fertilizer while 
at the same time it kills the eggs that 
may have been deposited by the flies. 

Where manure is not intended as fer- 
tilizer kerosene is just as effective 
as the sulphuric acid. This treatment 
of garbage will destroy flies.

A servant in the house, underling ary 
menial in her own home, was Mrs. 
Nancy Kinder, after her own daughter, 
Sarah Morley, had alientated the affec- 
tions of her husband, Samuel Kinder. 

She dropped the name which legally 
had been hers for 35 years, renounced 
her wifehood in favor of her daughter, 
and consented to be known as “Mrs. 
Roberts,’’ nurse and caretaker of the 
baby boy of whom her daughter was 
the mother and her husband the fa- 
ther. 

Mrs. Kinder, who now lives in Granite 
City, has disclosed these facts, follow- 
ing the discovery that the daughter who 
took her place in the affections of ter 
husband is now drawing a pension of 
$50 a month from the Government on the 
representation that she is Samuel Kin- 
der’s widow. 

Will Fight for Money 

She says her patience was sufficiently 
thxed during the years that she kept the 
family skeleton locked in the closet, to 
avoid a--scandal and that she will now 
make an open fight for the pension. 

“Ten years ago I was ‘living in Leba- 
non, Ill., with my husband and Sarah 
Morley,. my daughter by a former mar- 
riage,’’ she said Saturday. 

“Sarah was 80 years old and my hus- 
band was 56. One morning when I arose 
they were both gone. 

“I heard nothing from them until a 
year later, when they came home to- 
gether. Sarah was carrying a baby boy. 
They said they had been living in St. 
Francis, Ark., and they begged me to 
take them in. We had been living in 
Lebanon only a short time when they 
eloped. The neighbors were not well 
enough acquainted with us to know 
which of us was Sam Kinder’s wife. In 
the year they were away I kept to my- 
self a great deal. 

“I knew that if I refused to take them 
in there would be a scandal. My hus- 
band confessed that he loved Sarah 


‘more than he loved me. 


Gave Up Certificate. 

““Let us stay here,’ he said. ‘You 
can be known as Mrs. Roberts and let 
the neighbors think that you have been 
keeping the house for us in our ab- 
sence and that you are remaining with 
uS te take care of the baby.’ 

“I consented to this arrangement. My 
husband induced me to give him ou: 
marriage certificate. The next time I 
saw it my name had been erased and 
the name of my daughter, Sarah Mor- 
ley, had been written in its place. That 
ieft me nothing to prove that I was 
the wife of Sam Kinder. I became Mrs. 
Roberts, and my daughter was known 
as Mrs. Kinder. 

“I remained with them a year, then 
came to Granite City to live.with an- 
other daughter, Mrs. O'Neil. 

‘Sam and Sarah moved to Ozark 
County, Illinois, near Bakersfield, and 
I never saw them again. I heard that 
six children came to them. Sam died 
ouly $1, 1904. 

Daughter Got Pension, 

“A year and a half ago most of my 
savings were gone and I applied for a 
pension as Sam’s widow. He fought in 
the Civil War, and had suffered all his 
life from a wound. 

“A week ago R. W. Shoppel, a pen- 
sion attorney in Washington, wrote to 
me, saying that my daughter, Sarah, 
has been drawing the peusion as my 
husband’s widow.’’ 

Mrs. Kinder has placed her claim in 
the hands of J. J. Heyer, an East St. 
Louis pension examiner. Heyer las 
obtained possession of the marriage 
certificate which was held by Sarah 
Morley, who still lives near Bakers- 
field. 

He says he believes it will be possi- 
ble to establish the mother’s claim to 
the penzion which her daughter has 
been drawing.

ARRAIGNS THE ENGLISH 


en ee ~ 


Declares British Responsible 
for Deaths of 80,000,000 
of His People. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, July 10.—Madarlal Dhina- 
sri, the Indian student who, on the 
night of July 1, at the conclusion of a 
Public gathering at the Imperial Insti- 
tute, shot and killed Lieut.-Col. Sir’Wm. 
Hutt Curson Wyllie and Dr. Cawas Lal- 
caca, was today committed for trial at 
the Old Bailey for murder. 

The police court proceedings lasted 
the whole day, but little new evidence 
was elicited. The prosecution placed 
before the court documents containing 
the prisoner’s handwriting, which seems 
to show conclusively that the crime was 
long premeditated, and was in revenge 
for alleged wrongs to India. The prison- 
er, in a brief statement, said: 

Justifies His Act. ws 

“I do not wish to say anything in 
defense of myself, but simply to prove 
the justice of my deed. As for my- 
self, I do not think an English law 
court has any authority to arrest and 
detain me in prison or to pass on me 
a sentence of death. That is the reas- 
on why I have not employed coun- 
sel. I maintain that if it is patriotic 
for Englishmen to fight against the 
Germans, if they occupy this country, 
then it is much more justifiable and 
more patriotic in my case to fight 
against the English. 

“T hold that the English pecnle are 
responsible for the murder of 80,000,000 | 
of my countrymen during teh last 50 
years, and that they are also responsi- 
ble for the taking from India of £150,- 
000,000 every year. I also hold that they 
are responsible for the hanging and 
deportation of my patriotic countrymen, 
who do just what the English here “re 
advising their countrymen to do. 

“Tf the Germans have no right to oc- 
cupy this country, then the English 
have no right to occupy India, and it 
is perfectly justifiable on our part to 
kill any Bnglishman who is porucing 
our sacred land.” 

Asks Death Sentence. 

After expressing surprise at the 
“hyprocrisy with which the English are 
posing as champions of the oppressed 
in the Congo and in Russia,” Madarial 
continued, “in case this country is oc- 
cupied by the Germans, and if an Eng- 
lishman, angered at seeing the Ger- 
mans walking about with the insolence 
of conquerors in the streets of London, 
kills one or two Germans and is up- 
held as a patriot, then certainly I am 
a patriot, too, in working for the 
emancipation of my motherland. 

“T make this statement not for the 
purpose of pleading for mercy. 

“T wish the English would sentencé 
me to death, for in that case the ven- 
geance of my countrymen will be all the 
keener. 

‘T put forward this statement to 
show the justice of my cause to the 
outside world, especially to our sym- 
pathizers in America and Germany,”

Bischof Corroborates Deposed 
Official and Makes More 
Serious Complaints. 


Julius Bischof of Belleville, one of the 
governments meat inspectors who was 
discharged for sustaining the allega- 
tions of James F. Harms against the 
meat inspection. system in the East St. 
Louis packing houses, gave out a sworn 


statement, which he says contains the 
gist of hig testimony before the in- 
vestigating committee, sent here by 
Secretary Wilson to investigate Harm's 
charges. 

Bischof’s charges against the meat in- 
spection system are more serioug than 
those made by Harms, and more speci- 
fic. He goes into details: of his three 
years experience in the packing houses 
as a meat inspector, and calis attention 
to numerous irregularities. 

He tells how he condemned many 
thousands of pounds of meats and 
sausages, which were subsequently 
released to the packers by the high- 
er officials in charge of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. He says he kept 
a diary of his expériences from the 
day he began work, until he was dis- 
charged. 

Bischof tells about the depredations 
of rats in the meat coolers, and cites 
numervous instances of meats that he 
thought were unfit for food. being 
passed over his head. He also men- 
tions several instances where packers 
sustained him in his decisions, after 
the foremen on the floor had appealed 
to the officials in charge of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry.

THE HOUSE’S RESPONSIBILITY. 


“Unless the Republican party lives up to its prom- 
ises and the expectations of the people there is no 
doubt that it will be relegated to the position of 
minority organization.”—From President Taft's New 
Haven speech. ; 

When 10 Western Republican senators voted 
against the Senate tariff bill, Senator Aldrich was 
enraged that so significant a protest should be 
registered by members of his own party against 
his bill. He proceeded to read the insurgent sen- 
ators out of the party. Citing the free silver bolt 
he said, referring to Senator Beveridge, one of 
the tariff bolters: 

I say to the Senator from Indiana and his 
friends that the Republican party is a party of the 
majority, and the views of the majority control its 
party and governmental policies, The Senator from 
Indiana does not speak for the Republican party. 
He has no right here to speak the name of the 
President. 

The 10 senators whom Senator Aldrich was rep- 


rimanding represented the states of Indiana, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, South Dakota, Iowa, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. There is not the slightest doubt 
of the sentiment of the majority of the Repub- 
licans of these states. Senator Beveridge and his 
associates may smile at Senator Aldrich’s threat 
so far as their personal standing with their con- 
stituents is concerned. 

But instead of threatening the insurgent Re- 
publisans with the wrath of the party’s rank and 
file, Senator Aldrich would be wiser to consider 
whether he and hig “stand-pat” forces are not in 
danger of repudiation. If he thinks that he can 
read the opponents of his mass of tax iniquities 
out of the party he is deceiving himself. The 
bulk of the evidence is against him. All of the 
independent press is against him. Most of the 
independent Republican papers are vigorous 
critics of. his bill. Many of the hide-bound Re- 
publican papers oppose parts of his: measure and 
are gravely doubtful of its acceptance by the 
people. One searches in vain in the influential 
newspapers of the country for approval of the 
work of Senator Aldrich and his supporters. One 
finds columns of condemnation and criticism of 
the bill as it leayes the Senate. 

The history of tariff legislation is a warning, 
not to the insurgent senators, but to the Aldrich 
forces. The disappointment of popular expecta- 
tion of tariff reduction and the forcing up of 
protection to a higher level always have been fol- 
lowed by political disaster to the responsible 
party. 

The McKinley bill cost the Republicans the con- 
trol of Congress. The Wilson bill caused a com- 
plete reversal of the House majority from Dem- 
ocratic to Republican. 

Does anyone doubt what would be the effect 
of the adoption of the Aldrich bill as it stands? 
Is there any doubt of the President’s opinion? 
He has spoken for himself in his New Haven 
speech. Who doubts the significance of his warn- 
ing to the party leaders published at the head of 
this article? Who doubts that Senator Beveridge 
fairly represented his views of the Aldrich bill? 
The Republican party is on trial in its attempt 
to revise the tariff, nor is there the slightest 
doubt in the mind of any intelligent man as to 
the popular verdict if the Conference Committee 
reports the Aldrich bill or fails to modify it at 
least to the level of the House bill. Within less 
than a year and a half the Republican represen- 
tatives will have to seek re-election. If the ma- 
jority of them think that Senator Aldrich repre- 
sents Republican sentiment and that their chances 
of re-election will not be endangered by a sur- 
render to him they need instruction concerning 
the state of public opinion. 

The fate of the Republican party is in the hands 
of the Republicans of the House.

Where the sun's a little brighter, and the 
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PICNIC is one of the most at- 
tractive forms of entertainment, 
especially where a hostess wishes 
to give a simple affair. As the success 


of a picnic depends on the attractive- 
ness of the luncheon, care must be 
given to its choosing and paeking. If it 
takes place in a woods, fresh fish, cof- 
fee and potatoes cooked over a bonfire, 
besides being attractive edibles, contrib- 
ute great fun. If the picnic takes place 
in a park, sandwiches, cold meats, sal- 
ads, pickles, cakes, ice cream and lem- 
onade should be chosen. Small roi!s 
filled with lettuce, chopped olives, nuts, 
minced meats, keep fresh and are easily 
handled. Pickles, olives and chow chow 
are good appetizers, and when put in 
bottles keep fresh. 

A large cake or small cakes baked the 
day before makes attractive dessert. 
Though coffee is not readily heated, 
iced coffee and lemonade are cooling 
drinks. Cheese sticks go well with the 
coffee and lemonade, and when tied 
together with narrow ribbon are an at- 
tractive table decoration, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 

If cold chicken is served, the chicken 
should be boiled the day before. Bread 
one day old is better than fresh bread 
for sandwiches. A sharp knife is need- 
‘ed for cutting them thin. These but- 
tered slices may be filled with a large 
variety of fresh and potted meats. In 
buttering the bread use plenty of but- 
ter, as it helps to keep the bread 
fresh. The kinds of sandwiches to be 
made are endless. ‘nere are the plain 
bread and butter sandwiches for the 
cold meats and coffee. Lettuce sand- 
wiches, home-made potted fish, ham, 
tongue and pressed beef are all easily 
made. 


Much depends upon the packing of 
the victuals. For a large picnic, 
Chicken salad with wafers is an attract- 
tve course, providing one has enough 
room to put the salad in a glass jar. 
Coffee or lemonade is easily carried 
In the same way. Try, in arranging the 
basket, to place the dessert course first, 
followed by the salad, and then the 
sandwiches. In this way, on opening 
the basket, the guests will find tha 
courses arranged in proper order. 

It is well for the hostess to plan games 
while she and her helpers are setting 
the table. The table should be spread on 
the grass in true picnic style. An inex-

Best Sandwiches for a Picnic. 

The following recipes printed in The 
Housekeeper have been tested and 
proven themselves the real thing: 

OLIVE SANDWICHES. 

Stone and pound to a paste two dozen 
large olives or pimolas and blend into it 
a& small cupful of mayonnaise dressing. 
Butter thin slices of graham or brown 
bread, spread with the filling and form 
sandwiches, As the sandwiches arc made 
pile them together compactly, trim off 
the crust with a sharp knife and cut in- 
to halves. 

BAKED BEAN SANDWICHES. 

Mash a cupful of baked beans, add a 
teaspoonful of chopped parsley, a 
teaspoonful of onion juice and 
a little prepared mustard. Season 
te taste with salt and white 
pepper. Butter white bread on the 
loaf, cut into thin slices and spread with 
the filling. Trim off the crusts and cut 
into shapes. : 

GINGER AND NUT SANDWICHES. 

Cut up very fine one part of preserved 
ginger to two parts of nuts, moisten 
with syrup of the ginger or with thick 
cream and spread between slices of 
white bread. 

NUT SANDWICHES. 

Chop fine English walnuts, add 
enough mayonnaise dressing to make a 
paste and spread between thin slices of 
wheat bread. 

DILL AND HAM SANDWICHES. 

Cut thin slices of rye or graham bread, 
butter evenly and lay between them two 
thin sl‘'ces of lean ham and thin slices 
of dill pickle cut the long way. 
PIMENTO AND MEAT SANDWICHES. 
Take any cold meat, grind a cupful, 
add a dozen chopped pimentos, season 
with pepper and salt and spread between 
thin slices of graham bread. 

HAM SANDWICHES. 

Chop very fine some lean cold ham, 
mix with a little salad dressing or 
cream, season and spread between slices 
of white bread cut thin and buttered. 

CUCUMBER SANDWICHES. 
Chop a cucumber fine, place in a 
cloth and squeeze out all moisture, then 
mix it with mayonnaise dressing and 
spread on a lettuce leaf between but- 
tered slices of bread. 

ANCHOVY SANDWICHES. 
Rub the yolks of hardboiled eggs to 
a paste, moisten with soft butter and 
season with anchovy essence. Spread 
mixture between slices of bread thinly 
buttered. 

BROWN BREAD SANDWICHES. 
Brown bread to be used for sandwiches 
should be steamed in a square tin-or in 
one pound baking powder cans. Spread 
with butter, cut thin and put between 
the slices layers of chopped peanuts

RS. MARY DILLON, one of the 

most conspicuous of the writers of 
sontemporary fiction that St. Louis 
has given to the country, admits that 
she doesn’t expect anybody will be de- 
ceived by the names she has bestowed 
upon the hero and heroine of her new 
historical story, ‘The Patience of John 
Morland.” Even the most cursery 
reader of American history will under- 
stand that Kitty McCabe in the book 
is really Peggy O'Neill, the wondrous- 
ly beautiful daughter of an Irish inn- 
keeper at Washington who gloried in 
a maze of scandal that caused many 
duels, upset cabinets, biasted Cal- 
houn’s aspirations to the Presidency 
and caused her to be widely known as 
the “Doom of the Republic.” John 
Morland of the story is John H. Eaton, 
who was President Jackson's secretary 
of war and subsequently United States 
Minister to Spain. 

Jackson dismissed his entire cabinet 
because the wives of some of its mem- 
bers would not recognize Peggy. He 
and Mrs. Jackson had known her from 
childhood and they refused to be turned 
against her though her first husband 
killed himself because of the relations 
he believed existed between his wife 
and Eaton. They believed there was 
no ground for such scandalous charges 
and “Old Hickory” was just the kind 
of a man to ignore the world under 
such conditions. After he had dissolved 
his cabinet, however, following the 
Marriage of Eaton and Peggy, he con- 
cluded the fight for social recognition 
for her in Washington was hopeless 
and made Eaton Minister to the Court 
of Spain where he and his brilliant wife 
became great social favorites. In time, 
Katon died and his widow. at the age 
of 60, married a young Italian dancing 
master, scarcely 20 years old. Natur- 
ally, the marriage was unhappy and, a 
year later, she divorced her youthful 
spouse, She lived to be 8 and was a

Commissioner Téich- 
man, who had made a round of the 
various stations had dropped into 
the North Market Street WHead- 
quarters one afternoon and had found 
Patrolman Henry Kaiser in charge, 
Captain Pickel being on an inspection 
tour of the district. The manual pro-. 
vides that during the absence of a 
Captain either a Sergeant or a Lieu- 
tenant must be in charge and Com- 
missioner Teichmann reported the fact 
to the Board. 

While Picke) was ‘on the carpet” 
he was questioned at length by Com- 
missioner Teichmann, and he gave ans- 
wers which he considered were per- 


fectly satisfactory to the members of re 


the Board. 
Laugh Overheard. 

As he was leaving the Board room 
Captain Pickel was greeted by sever- 
al persons, including police officials, 
on the outside. 

“He didn’t get any satisfaction,” sald 
Pickel with a laugh. 

His remark was not addressed to 
anyone in particular but was heard by 
everyone in the hall. — 

Commissioner Teichmann learned of 
the.-remark, and at Friday's meeting 
of the Board discussed its propriety 
with other members of the Board. 

At the conclusion of the executive ses- 
sion Chief Creecy was instructed to 
transfer Pickel. 

wapt. James Johnson of the Soulard 
Street District was ofdered to succeed 
Pickel in command of the North Market 
Street District, and Capt. George T. Mc- 
Namee was transferred from Carondelet 
to Soulard street. 

The transfer of Pickel is looked upon 
as one of the first steps toward making 
the police department a thoroughly niili- 
tary organization. 

Politicians After Secretaryship. 

Speculation as to who might succeed 
William McCarty, secretary to Chief 
Creecy, whose resignation was accepted 
by the Board, is rife at Police Heaa- 
quarters. It is understood that many 
applications for the place are already in 
the hands of the Police Commissioners. 

Republican politicians have been after 
the berth ever since the State election, 
and Gov. Hadley has been besieged on 
every hand by candidates with a “pull.” 
Even before it became known that the 
Board would take a hand in the friction 
between Chiefs Creecy and Smith, ap- 
plicants for McCarty’s job were pulling 
their political wires between here and 
Jefferson City. 

One applicant is known to have ap- 
proached the Governor last winter. 

Rumors that he was responsible for 
the ili-feeling between Creecy and 
Smith caused McCarty to sever his con- 
nection with the department. When he 
tendered hig resignation to the Chief 
Friday the latter was much surprised.

Slaughter houses, glue factories and 
dairies should be driven out of the city, 


according to Health Commissioner 
Bond, who appeared before the Beard 
of Freeholders to give the members the 
benefit of his idea# on sanitation and 
health. Dr. Bond declared these insti- 
tutions are unmitigated nuisances which 
should not be tolerated in St. Louis. 
He said it was very difficult for the 
Health Department, with its present 
limited powers, to enforce sanitary con- 
ditions in and around the slaughter 
houses, glue factories and dairies. He 
said the Health Department ought to 
have not less than 25 competent men to 
inspect meats, milk and food products. 
The powers of the Health Department, 
Dr. Bond said, should be enlarged, and 
the Health Commissioner should‘ be a 
member of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and should have power to 
enforce orders to abate nuisances. Sev- 
eral packing houses and one glue fac- 
tory recently have been condemned as 
nuisances by the Board of Health.

Unless charitably} 
inclined people supply the money to 
keep up the work many babies sorely 
in need of proper nourishment will fal 
sick and die during the hot days of the 
summer. 

The chubby baby boy of Mrs. Ersiliu 
Cognoni of 1441 Cass avenue bears 
physical testimony to the efficiency of 
pure milk. Harry is now 6 months old 
and his only food for five months has 
been the pure milk from the laboratory 
at 1726 North Thirteenth street. 

This baby lives in the midst of the 
tenement district, yet he has never 
been sick a day. He is strong an‘ 
hearty and is growing rapidly . 

“He is no trouble at all,” said Mrs. 
Cognoni. “I give him his milk regular. 
ly, and he certainly enjoys it. He never 
cries and is never sick.

Everybody says Harry 
is the finest boy in the neighborhood, 
and I tell them it is because he has 
pure milk.”
